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REPORT 


OF THE 


ALBERTA LIQUOR CONTROL BOARD 


INTRODUCTION 


In compiling its Seventh Annual Report, covering the 
period from the 1st April, 1930, to the 31st March, 1931, the 
Board has endeavoured to show in easily understandable 
form, in the statements and appendices which are incorpor- 
ated herein, the entire scope of its operations. 

Two Local Option plebiscites were held during the fiscal 
year, one of which showed a majority to be in favour of beer 
licenses, and one resulted in a tie vote. 

The expense of holding these two plebiscites amounted to 
$165.10, and has been defrayed by the Board, in accord with 
Statutory provision. 


GOVERNMENT LIQUOR STORES 


There has been no change in the store system during the 
year. 


BEERS SOLD IN ALBERTA 


The Board has maintained close supervision over the 
manufacturing, storing and serving of beer in the Province. 
The practice of taking samples of beer from brewery premises 
and warehouses, and from the premises of licensees, has been 
continued. In every instance the analysis issued by the Pro- 
vincial Analyst has shown the quality of the products to be 
satisfactory in every way. 

In addition to the Alberta beers and ales, the Board also 
carries in stock the products of breweries in Great Britain, 
Ontario and Manitoba. 


PURCHASES OF LIQUOR 


The Board has continued its policy of buying direct from 
the shippers, thereby obtaining certain price concessions 
which, in the aggregate, amount to an important sum. 


ANALYSIS OF LIQUOR 


From time to time samples of all liquors carried in stock 
by the Board are forwarded to the Provincial Analyst for ex- 
amination, and his reports have, in all instances, shown the 
goods submitted to be entirely free from adulteration and to 
be satisfactory in all respects. 


WINES 


The Board has, in the interests of inter-Empire trade, 
now listed the products of several Australian and South Af- 
rican wine manufacturers. 
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PERMITS 


The sum of $165,599.75 was realized from the sale of 
permits during the fiscal year, and this amount was paid over 
direct to the Provincial Treasurer, as under the provisions of 
Section 141 of the Liquor Act the amount is not included in 
the financial statements of the Board. 


Appendix ‘‘B”’ shows in detail the number of each class 
of permit issued during the calendar year from 1st January, 
1930, to the 31st December, 1930. 


BREWERS 


Licenses to Brewers have been issued to only five brew- 
eries this year, against six last year, the Medicine Hat Brew- 
ing Company having withheld its application for a new 
license. 


A list of the licenses issued will be found in Appendix ‘‘D”’’. 


HOTELS 


Beer licenses have been issued to 390 applicants during 
the calendar year ended 31st December, 1930, but of this 
number 16 licenses were issued in respect to hotel premises al- 
ready under license, the previous license being withdrawn . 
immediately the new one was issued. 


Of the 374 licenses actually in operation at any one time, 
two hotels were destroyed by fire and the licenses in respect 
to them were not replaced. One license was surrendered and 
not replaced and one license was under suspension at the end 
of the year. 


Owing to economic conditions which have prevailed dur- 
ing the year, a great number of the hotels concerned have 
been operated at a financial loss, despite which, the high 
standard of accommodation set in previous years, has been 
maintained. 

Hotel premises throughout the Province are under the 
close supervision of Inspectors and Police Officers, particular 
attention being paid to sanitary arrangements, as it is recog- 
nized that cleanliness is one of the first requisites for the pro- 
tection of the public. 


The Board has continued to receive the full co-operation 
of the Alberta Hotel Association, and through the efforts of 
its Officers, commendable improvements have been made in 
the general hotel service. 


CLUBS 


Licenses were issued to 46 Clubs during the year. 


One of these received a suspension of two months owing 
to the unsatisfactory manner in which the premises were 
being conducted. 


CANTEENS 


Licenses were granted to 16 Canteens operating under 
direct military supervision. 
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PRESCRIPTIONS BY MEDICAL PRACTITIONERS 


The Government Liquor Stores filled 1567 prescriptions 
during the year. At points where no Government Liquor 
Store is established prescriptions may be filled by a Druggist, 
provided that he is the holder of a Special Permit authorizing 
the possession of liquor on his business premises. 


CONFISCATED LIQUOR 


The greatest care has been exercised in the handling of 
liquor seized or ordered confiscated by the Courts. Such 
liquor is forwarded to the Head Office of the Board for ex- 
amination and analysis, and only such liquor as is genuine is 
purchased by the Board. The remainder is destroyed under 
authority of the Attorney General. 

Appendix “EK” shows details of liquor seized or confis- 
cated, and the manner in which it has been dealt with. 


MANUFACTURE AND SALE OF ILLICIT LIQUOR 


The suppression of the illicit manufacturing of liquor in 
Alberta is the function of the Dominion Government. The 
Federal organization available for this enforcement work, 
while under capable supervision, is entirely inadequate to 
suppress this traffic. Prevailing economic conditions have in- 
tensified the problem and the Board’s expenditures in con- 
nection with this work are unduly heavy. Further representa- 
tions are being made to the Federal authorities of the Excise 
Department in an endeavour to have them provide ample 
facilities for carrying on this preventive work. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT 


The Board acknowledges with gratitude the splendid 
support and co-operation extended to its Officers by the Offi- 
cers of the Alberta Provincial Police, the Police Forces of the 
Cities and Municipalities, and in the National Parks by the 
Officers of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 

During the past year our Officers have, in the course of 
their duties, covered over 250,000 miles by automobile, and 
20,000 miles by train and other means of travel. The entire 
Province has been covered by their activities, and some 927 
searches were undertaken. 

Tables showing in detail the prosecutions and convictions 
under the Government Liquor Control Act of Alberta during 
the year, a comparison of the commission of offences in Urban 
and Rural districts, and a summary of convictions for drunk- 
ee under the Criminal Code will be found in Appendix 

The activities of the Law Enforcement Branch of the 
Board are summarized in Appendix “‘G’’. 


HoME-MADE WINES AND BEERS 


In view of the numerous enquiries received, the Board 
deems it advisable to state that no authority can be granted 
under The Government Liquor Control Act of Alberta to any 
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person to manufacture home-made wine or beer. Certain 
concerns endeavour to sell malt preparations regardless of the 
fact that the use of these products may leave the purchasers 
liable to heavy penalties. No permission is granted by the 
Federal Government to make wine or beer in contravention of 
the Alberta laws. 


STAFF 


Once more it is the privilege of the Board to thank the 
staff for the unselfish loyalty accorded to it during the year 
by the personnel of all branches of the service. 


The Staff Return will be found in Appendix “H.” 
GENERAL REMARKS 


The Board cancelled 257 permits during the year, in 
addition to which 312 permits were held by persons inter- 
dicted during that period and whose permits were automatic- 
ally cancelled on the dates the various orders of interdiction 
became effective. 


The names of 707 persons were placed on the lists of 
interdicts during the year. 

Revocations during the same period totalled 534, leaving 
the names of 1645 on the list as at the 31st March, 1931. 


Through the Government Liquor Stores 942,470 sales 
were made to holders of individual permits, at an average 
for each sale of $4.80. 

In addition 2140 sales were made to holders of Special 
Permits, such as Hospitals, Physicians, Druggists, Veterinar- 
ians and Manufacturers, 1029 sales of beer and/or wine to 
holders of banquet permits, and 1826 sales of beer only to 
licensees. 


Shipments by express to permit holders totalled 26,817 
packages, at a cost to the Board for transportation of 
$11,385.51. 


To points at which the Express Companies do not main- 
tain an agent 1872 packages were forwarded by mail, at a 
cost for postage of $1,555.45.

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Calculations based on the amount of gallonage tax col- 
lected by the Board disclose that approximately 3,521,500 
gallons of malt liquor manufactured in Alberta were disposed 
of by the Brewers through Distributors Limited, to licensees, 
permit holders and the Board during the year ended on 31st 
March, 1931. 


The Brewers also exported direct to the Liquor Board of 
another Province some 360,000 gallons, on which quantity 
gallonage tax was rebated to them. 


Taxes paid to the Dominion Government during the year 
by the Board and the Brewers of Alberta totalled an amount 
in excess of $2,087,000.00. 


These taxes were made up of Customs and Excise duties 
on liquor, taxes on beer, excise tax on malt and sales tax on 
all the products sold. 


The Board desires to acknowledge, with thanks, the 
co-operation and support accorded to it by the general pub- 
lic of the Province throughout the year.
